Washington, July 2(1. — The Spanish 
government have sued for peace, not in- 
dite illy through the powers of Europe 
but by a direct appeal to President Mc- 
Kinlcy. The proposition was formally 
submitted to the President tit three this 
afternoon by the French ambassador, 
M. Jules Cutnbon, who hud received in- 
structions from the foreign ofllce nf 
Paris to deliver to the United States 
government the tender of peace formu- 
lated by the Spanish ministry. At the 
conclusion of the conference between the 
President nnd the French ambassador 
the following ollleial statement was is- 
sued: "The French amhussador on be- 
half of the government of Spain and at 
the direction of the Spanish minister of 
foreign affairs, presented to the Presi- 
dent this afternoon at the White House 
a message from the Spanish government 
looking to the termination of the war 
and the settlement of the terms of 
peace." 

This was the only official statement 
maue public, but it audited to put at rest 
nil conjecture nnd to make clear and de- 
finite that at last Spain had taken the 
initiative toward peace. Although peace 
rumors have been current almost daily 
heretofore since the war begun, not one 
of them had the shadow of foundation, 
and until the French ambassador receiv- 
ed Instructions from Paris late last night 
no overtures of any kind had been re- 
ceived. Shortly before midnight last 
night, a despatch to the French embas- 
sador made it known to the embassy 
that the ambassador would be charged 
with the important mission of opening 
pence negotiations in behalf of Spain 
omplete instructions, 



Cuba and Porto Rico. The Spanish de- 
sire is apparently very strong for the 
retention of the Philippines, although 
there is little doubt that coating stations 
there and at other points must he con- 
ceded. The matter of war indemnity is 
for future consideration, although there 
does not appear to he a disposition among 
the officials here to pile up a heavy war 
indemnity against Spain in her present 
helpless condition. Ambassador Cambon 
who initiated the negotiations to-day, 
has had a distinguished career in the 
official diplomatic service of France. He 
was horn in I'aris April 5th, 1845, enter- 
ed thi' council of State in April, 1878, and 
v as appointed ambassador of the French 
republic to the United Slates on October 
31, 1807. SI. Cambon ,.. <-«oiiieil his cre- 
dentials to President McKinley in Jnn- 
uury, 18!)S. 

The news of the landing of General 
Miles at Guinuco on the southwest shore 
of Porto Itico, came as a genuine surprise 
to the war department. It bus been plan- 
ned that he was to make his landing at 
another point us remote as possible from 
his place where he actually landed, so 
there was little -wonder that the ollicials 
received tile first news of the lauding

lected, .lust why Genera] Miles made 
this wide departure from the plans of the 
department is not known, hut it. is sup- 
posed that he gathered some information 
since he left Siboney that induced him to 
make the change. The result, however, 
has been to perplex the department olli- 
cials deeply and to considerably disar- 
range their fully prepared programme for 
the remainder of the expedition. It will 
now be necessary to intercept the sections 
of the expedition already at sea heading 
for certain selected points on the coast of 
Porto Itico and to advise them of the 
change in plans.

N E NYFOTJNDLAND'S HOPES. 

Its Representative May Take Mr. Charl- 
ton's Place on the Commission. 

St. John's, Nfld., July 20.— Tteceiver- 
General Murine believes that the vacancy 
on the colonial representation at the 
forthcoming conference created by the 
withdrawal of Mr. John Charlton, will 
be filled by either Sir .Tames Winter, the 
premier, or himself. The Newfoundland 
delegates while in London emphasized 
the right of the colony to participate in 
the proceedings of the international com- 
mission and to discuss concurrently with 
Canada, the fisheries and reciprocity 
questions, A Ban alternative, Newfound- 
land will insist upon her right to nego- 
tiate an independent arrangement with 
tile United States. 

The royal commission to Investigate, 
the affairs of the colony will come to St. 
John's next spring and will promptly lie- 
gin the work of the Inquiry into the con- 
ditions of the settlers residing upon the 
French treaty const. 

The liritish admiralty will establish a 
ttiivai reserve among the fishermen of 
the colony Clld will station a naval train- 
ing ship for boys In St. John's harbor. 



The complete instructions, including an 
ollleial letter from Duke Almndovar do 
IUo, Spanish minister of foreign affairs, 
were received this morning. Thereup- 
on M. Thiebaut, first secretary for the 
embassy, called at the state department 
and asked that an hour be appointed for 
a call by the ainbassodar ou the Presi- 
dent. The purpose of the call was not 
stated. It was arranged at the White 
House that the call should be made at 
three. M. Cambon first went to the 
state department where he was joined 
by Secretary Day and the two then 
proceeded together to the White House. 
The call lasted about half till hour and 
after the first formalities had been exe- 
cuted the talk became general and quite 
informal. The President, the ambassador 
and tin? secretary of state discussed the 
outlook for the stoppage of hostilities. 

The proposition submitted by the am- 
bassador acting for the Spanish govern- 
ment was quite general in terms, and 
was confined to the one essential point of 
an earnest plea that negotiations be 
opened for the purpose of terminating 
the war and arriving at terms of peace. 
The communication from the Spanish 
government did not suggest any special 
terms of peace, nor was there any ref- 
erence made to Cuba, Porto Rico, the 
Philippines or other Spanish possession 
The evident purpose of the Madrid a\ 
thoiities was to learn whether the Fnit- 
ed States would treat on the subject of 
peace, and after that to take up qnes 
tions as the two parties might suggest 
Neither was there any suggestion from 
the Spaniards that an armistice be ea 
tnbiished pending the negotiations. Ow 
ing to the importance of the eonimunica 
lion the ambassador adopted the usual 
diplomatic procedure of rending the com- 
munication from the original in French, 
the translation being submitted by M. 
Thiebaut. In the conversation which 
followed the reading of the proposition, 
neither the President nor the ambassa- 
dor entered upon the question of the 
terms of pence. The instructions of the 
ambassador had confined him to tilt? one 
essential point of opening peace negotia- 
tions, and it was evident that the Presi- 
dent disliked to discuss the proposition at 
th!s moment. Before giving any definite 
reply it was finally determined that the 
President would consult the members of 
his cabinet concerning the proposition 
and that after a decision had been ar- 
rived at M. Combon would be invited to 
the White House for further conference. 
Before the call closed a brief draft of 
the memorandum was agreed upon in or- 
der to sot at rest misleading conjecture 
ami to give to tin; public information on 
a subject which had advanced beyond 
the point where the diplomatic reserve 
was essential. 

When the President will submit the 
Spanish proposition to the cabinet, has 
not yet been announced. The call of the 
ambassador was two hours after the cab- 
inet meeting of to-day had closed and 
there will not be anotuci- regular cabinet 
meeting until Friday. It. is generally 
understood, however, that tl special 
cabinet meeting will be held in order to 
make a prompt reply to the proposition. 
Secretary Dong arrived at the While 
House shortly after tin; French ambas- 
sador had departed and had a talk with 
the President during which the Span- 
ish proposition was gone over briefly. Mr. 
Dong said afterwards that it was on ini- 
tial move, but in roply to inquiries as lo 
inquiries as to whether it was likely to 
bring the speedy cessation of hostilities 
he expressed some doubt saying that no 
decision on the points involved had been 
reached thus far. 

Naturally lite plea of Spain to open 
peace negotiations opens up a wide field 
for conjecture as to what the terms of 
peace will be. , Thus far there is no olll- 
eial information saying what terms Spain 
will propose or what terms the United 
States will offer or accept. So far ns 
this country is concerned it is the gen- 
eral impression that th..- complete evacua- 
tion of Cuba and Porto Itico will be in- 
sisted on as a sine qua non. There is 
not the same certainty as to the Philip- 
pines, Dadrones and Carolines, although 
tin? belief is growing that tin. 1 terms of 
the United States will include coaling sta- 
tions in these groups. On the part of 
Spain it. is believed she has now readied 
a realization of her misfortune and site

THE BOURGOGNE SAILORS. 

Charges Against Them Dropped for 
Want of Evidence — Praise for 
Courageous Conduct. 

Havre. France, July 20.— In accord- 
ance with the orders of the public pi 
ctitor the six Austrian 



ailors of th 

wrecked French line steamer Da Bour- 
gogue, who were charged with cruelty 
ami brutality to passengers at. the time 
of the collision on July -lib, between the 
steamer and the British ship Cromarty- 
shire off Snhle Island, resulting in the 
loss of over 500 lives through the sink- 
ing of the La Bourgogne, were liberated 
and their prosecution has been dropped, 
owing lo the lack of evidence. Two other 
sailors of the same steamer were re? 
commended for rewards as a result of 
their couargoous conduct. 



Port Guanico, Island of Porto Rico, 
July 25, via Island of St. Thomas — The 
United Stales military expedition which 
left Guantaiiamo on Thursday, landed 
here successfully to-day, after a skirmish 
with tlie Spanish tioops in which na 
Americans were killed. One advantage 
of this place is that it is situated close- 
to the railroad, which means of trans- 
portation the troops hope to secure to- 
day. 

Early this morning the Gloucester, in. 
charge of Lieut. Commander Wafn- 
wright, formerly of the Maine and ono- 
of the heroes of the naval battle off San- 
tiago de Cuba, steamed into Guanico 
harbor in order to reconnoitre the place. 
A Villi the fleet waiting outside the gal- 
lant, little lighting yacht Gloucester 
braved the mines which were supposed 
to be in. the harbor, and .sounding, found 
that there were live fathoms of whteB- 
close in shore. Guanico bay is quite a. 
place, surrounded by cultivated landH. 
In the rear are high mountains, and close- 
to the beach nestles a village of twenty 
houses. 

'The Spaniards were completely taken, 
by surprise. Almost the first they knew 
of the upproacll of the army of inva- 
sion was the announcement contained in. 
the firing of the gun from the Glouccs* 
ter, demanding that, the Spaniards haul, 
down the Hag of Spain, which was float- 
ing from a flagstaff in front of a block- 
house standing to the east of the vil- 
lage. The first couple of three-pounilerst 
were fired into the hills right and leit of. 
the buy and in order to scare the enemy, 
as the lighting yacht purposely avoided, 
firing into the town, lest her projectile* 
hurt the women and children. The Glou- 
cester then hove to about six. hundred, 
yards olf the shore and lowered a launch, 
having on hoard a Colt rapid firing- 
gun nnd thirty men, under the command, 
of Lieut. Huse, and she was sent ashore 
without encountering any opposition;. 
■Quartermaster Ock thereupon told yeo- 
man Lucoy to haul down the Spanish* 
Hag, which was done and they then rais- 
ed on the flagstaff the first American 
Hag to flout over Porto Rican soil. 

Suddenly about thirty Spaniards open- 
ed fire witli Mauser rifles on the Ameri- 
can party, but Huse responded witli 
great gallantry, the Colt gun doing effec- 
tive work. Norman, who received Ad- 
miral Cervera's surrender, shared the- 
honors with Lieut. Huse. Almost im- 
mediately after the Spaniards fired on. 
the Americans the Gloucester opened, 
lire on the enemy with all her three- 
pounders and sis-pounders which could* 
be brought to hear; shelling the town, 
and dropping shells into the hills to thi~ 
west of Guanico where a number of.' 
Spanish cavalry were to be seen hasten- 
ing toward the spot where the Ameri- 
cans hud landed. Huse then threw up a 
little fort, which he mimed Fort Wain- 
wright. 

The regulars were the first, to land 
from the transports. After Lieut. Huse 
had captured the place, he depTnyod his 
small force into the suburbs but he was 
soon reiuforced by the regulars, who 
writ followed by C company of the Sixth 
Illinois and then by other troops in quick 
succession. All the boats of the men-of- 
war ami the transports were used in the 
work of lauding the troops, each steam 
launch towing four to live boats loaded 
to the rail witli soldiers. Everything 
progressed in an orderly manner, and 
according to the plan of General Miles. 
The latter went ashore about noon after 
stopping to board the Gloucester anil 
thuuki Lieut. Commander Wainwright 
for his gallant action. 

General Miles said to the correspon- 
dent of the Associated Press: "Guanico 
and Gigariu are in the disinfected por- 
tion of the island. Had we landed at 
Cape Juan, a line of rifle pits might 
have stopped our advance." 

There is no doubt that General Miles' 
plans are being kept absolutely secret. 
Guanico is the most lovely spot yet 
occupied by the Americans. It is a seat 
of the coffee and sugar industry, ami 
large herds of cattle are pasturing in 
the meadows, which are bordered by 
cocoanuts and palms. Ponce is the sec- 
ond city of the island, has splendid 
harbor and will make a good base of 
operations, 'there were fifteen large 
coasters this afternoon in the bay, but 
oalv two barges were captured. It is' 
likely that the Spanish garrison from 
Ponce may try to surprise tin- Americans) 
to-night, but it will only be an affair 
of outposts. The town of Ponce is sunr 
to fall shortly. The main lighting will 
be along the line of a splendid military 
road leading from Ponce to San Juan de- 
Poilo Itico.

Despatch Hospital, Jnragua, July 2(1. 
— There are two hundred yellow fever 
eases at the front to-day, and there will 
be 1,000 if we arc here two weeks Ion 
er. 

This was the prediction made by Dr. 
Senn, the government yellow fever ex- 
pert, who, with Dr. Guiteras, is looking 
after the health of the army in this 
particular line. The uolt of yellow fever 
has fallen out of an apparently clear sky. 
Three cases were discovered four days 
ago. There were 20 the next night. Now 
there are over 200. Dr. Senn's estimate 
that there would bo 1,000 eases in two 
weeks seems conservative in the face of 
these figures. 

Dr. Guiteras said to-day: "I cannot 
say that the fever is of a mild type, but 
there has only been one death so far, 
though there have been cases of suppres- 
sion and two of black vomit, supposed to 
mark only the lust stages of desperate 
cases. All four of these, however, seem 
to be doing welb The usual course in 
an epidemic is a mild beginning with a 
low death rate, followed by more violent 
cases, more of them and a higher mor- 
tality rate. Then there is a gradual de- 
cline both in the number of cases and 
violence. I should say in this cam- 
paign we will have apparently a lower 
death rate than usual, but it will be be- 
cause we will got nearer to the true fig- 
ures than in an epidemic in a large city. 
Every suspicious case will be carefully 
noted, and it will be practicably impos- 
sible for even a mild case to escape de- 
tection. In a city many of these light 
cases are not reported, and are set down 
for malarial fever, among the most vio- 
lent cases is made to appear higher in 
proportion of the number of cases than 
it really is. It cannot be denied there 
will be great suffering, but the detention 
camp is being put in the best possible 
centre, and the men will receive the best 
treatment possible. 

"This does not pretend to be criticism, 
but here are a few cases: The marines 
landed at Guaiitaunmo Bay more than 
a month ago, almost a month before the 
army reached Cuba. The first official 
act after landing was to burn every hut 
on the beach and knock the head out of 
every cask of Spanish wine. After the

There were many men to be 
handled, facilities were limited and the 
landings were made in great haste. No 
buildings were burned, no wells tilled and 
no sink was dug. Several enthusiastic 
young aides seized on pretty vine-cover- 
ed cottages for their ^respective generals 
The Spanish commissary Hour, with Lin 
ares hastily attempted to destroy when 
he avacuuted Juragua was gathered and 
used by our men when they were thrown 
to the front on half rations. The Spanish 
wine was bottled by the medical depart 
in out for use as stimulants, and part of 
it, at least, fell into the hands of the 
men.

THE FIJIAN FIKE CEREMONY. 

Onlv One Family is Now Permitted to 
Perform It. 

Two New Zealand medical men. Drs. 
Hocken and Colquhoun, recently visited 
Fiji, whore they had an opportunity of 
witnessing the now rare lire ceremony 
of the natives. It. is so rare that the pow- 
er is now confined to a single family liv- 
ing on an islet 20 miles from the Fijian 
metropolis, Suva. These people are aide 
lo walk, nude and with bare fool, across 
the white-hot stony pavement of n huge 
oven, says the London Chronicle. At 
attempt was made on this occasion to 
register the heat, hut: when the tlier- 
inemoter had .been placed for a few sec- 
onds about five feet from the over it: had 
to ho withdrawn, ns the solder of tho 
covering began to melt. The thermometer 
then registered 282 degrees, and Dr. 
Hocken estimated that the rnnge was 
over 400 degrees. 

The lire-walkers then approached, sev- 
en in number, and in single file walked 
leisurely across •and around the oven. 
Heaps of hibiscus leaves were then 
thrown into the oven, causing clouds of 
Steam, and upon these leaves and with- 
in the steam the natives sat or stood. 
The men were carefully examined by the 
dootors, both before and after the cere- 
mony. The soles of their feet wen: not 
thick or leathery, and were not in the 
least blistered. The men showed no 
symptoms of distress and their pulse was 
Unffected. Preliminary tests failed to 
show that there had been any special 
preparation. Both doctors, while deny- 
ing that, there was anything miraculous 
nhout the experiment, expressed them- 
selves as unable to give any scientific 
explanation.

A correspondent writes the Colonist 
asking how we fix the cost of gold and 
also the cost of paper money. He takes 
CMCptiiHl to the view advanced in th 
Cole n 1st of the 19th instant as lo the cos 
of the gold brought from Klondike. Th 
cost of gob! hears no relation to its valu:

N'i.1 only is there a distinction between 
cost and price, but there is also a differ- 
ence between price and value. As tin 
cost of goid represents the labor and ma- 
terial spoil' in its production, and tin 
price represents what the bank must pay 
lor il. so the value of -old is to he meas- 
ured by it., purchasing capacity. The 
est fluctuates, the value- Huctnntes, bui 
the price remains fixed, If the price 
Uncinates there wonld be no measure of 
value. This statement must he qualified 
by saying that the price docs Uncinate at 
limes within narrow limits. For example, 
just at present gold sells in the London 
market for a fraction over the bank price 
as fixed by law, This is because Kussia 
a ml Japan are accumulating cold. There 
lire two ways of getting gold in the mar- 
ket. One is by obtaining il from the 
bank. The oilier is by purchasing It, just 
as iron or wheat, is purchased. The pur- 
chasing nations are willing to pay a little 
iiiore'than the hank is authorized to pay 
for bullion, because it comes cheaper that 
wny than l<> obtain il through the me- 
dium of Ihe hank. But this fluctuation is 
so narrow thai, as a general proposition, 
it may be said lhat ine price of gold is 
permanent. 

In regard to paper currency, of which 
i nr correspondent speaks, it has no ap- 
preciable value of itself. A lot of hills 
Issued by a defunct hank would he worth 
nothing whatever, a Her they had been re- 
ilecined by Ihe bunk. If is not easy to 
imagine anything of less value than a 
bank note that is no longer currency. 
The cost nf bank notes is of course small. 
We need hardly loll our correspondent 
lhat a !?r>,00U hank note costs no more 

I lis n n $5 note. Bunk notes can hardly 
be said lo have any price, for a man can- 
not go Into the market, and buy them. 
Having therefore no practical intrinsic 

value, their cost being in effect. llOlulnnl 
nnd not possessing any price in a com- 
mercial sense, whence comes the value of 
bank notes'.-' The answer is that their 
V'llllie is based upon the credit which they 
represent. Unlike gold which has a 
pi ice because the hiw says it shall havi 
it, which price could he taken nivay from 

II al any time by legislation, a hunk note, 
being founded upon the credit of busi- 
ness men, which Is based upon the neces- 
sities of mankind, is really the most per- 
manent representative of vnluo in the 
monetary world. If gold were demonet- 
ized and men ceased to mine silver, the 
necessities of mankind would renin in the 
same, and hence in the supplying of these 
necessities credits would be established, 



of no use among uncivilized people. The 
reason is that in civilization we have 
grown accustomed to using something, 
that represents the good faith of the busi- 
ness community! as a real thing nnd as u 
guarantee that what it promises will he 
done. The uncivilized man has no con- 
ception of anything of this kind. Our 
correspondent will remember how his his- 
tory tells him that once upon n time n 
man, who desired to give a pledge that he 
would do a certain thing, might often be 
called upon to leave his children or per- 
haps bis wife us it hostage. If be failed 
in his promise, the wife or children were 
either killed or became slaves. Now 
when he gives a guarantee, he can offer 
nothing more likely to be accepted than a 
small piece of paper, which cost little or 
nothing in the first place, which linn prac- 
tically no price in a commercial sense 
and absolutely no intrinsic value — thai is 
II bunk note. 

AVe have dealt with the matter spoken 
of by our correspondent at. this length, 
and said some things which to many may 
seem elementary. Wo have done so for 
the reason that erroneous ideas prevail to 
a very general extent as lo [lie relations 
between the cost and value of gold and 
Ihe nature of bank currency. This arti- 
cle will not serve lo remove these errors, 
but il may help to direct some people's 
ideas into correct channels. 



The Times copies some extracts from 
the Winnipeg Tribune in regard to the 
British Columbia election, and in one 
of them the opinion is expressed that 
the Lieutenant-Governor should take no- 
tice of "the trick played in Casisnr."

Wc repeat for the infor- 
mal ion of ihe Tribune and every one 
else, that the nomination in Ctissiur imd 
the election were fixed by the returning 
olllccr without any suggestion, direcl or 
indirect, from the government as to (lie 
tunc, which was left solely to his own 
discretion. The government did not send 
a returning officer to Cassiur after Ihe 
election in oilier parts of the province, 
us t lie Tribune falsely alleges. Tlie gov- 
ernment did not send any returning of- 
tii ei lo Cassiur. hut instead issued the 
writ to an officer in that constituency 
at. the same time the other writs were 
issued.

ISLAND MOKALITY. 

Without winning to draw any eouir 
piirisons al the expense of our friends 
on the Island, it is impossible to avoid 
tlie conclusion that the bulk of the polir 
tieal immorality under which this prov- 
ince suffers, hna its rise there and is 
nurtured there. It may he inevitable 
that this should be the case, but that, it 
is the ease there is no denying. Every 
attempt that is made to debauch tlie elec- 
torate, every political crime that is com 
eeived, comes from the Island. The peo- 
ple there lire dead to ethics. With them 
t.iiglit is right. Principles are nowhere. 
"(Jul money," said the old man to his 
soi.. "(let it honestly if you can, hut get 
it." On the siliiie principle the people of 
the Island strive for political domination. 
They do not. W*UI to see, or, seeing, do 
in t care, that In striving for it: they nre 
merely pulling chestnuts out of the lire 
for the Duiimnuir interests. They arc so 
v rapped up in insular prejudices that tin? 
Island is their world and all their a-- 
tioilH nre determined by the same consid- 
erations which had weight, in ancient 
days when the strong man proved his 
strength with club or battle axe. and the 
foiindjituims of aristocracy were liri'dl on 
broken ribs and cracked skulls. 

The world has moved since then, hut 
Ihe Island has not moved with it. Its 
political morals are those which the world 
discarded centuries ago. While there 
has been an advance all along tin- line 
the island has stagnated. Prejudice takes 
She place of reason and blind sentiment 
of ihe exercise of independent, judgment. 
No mutter how gruve or indefensible a 
thing may he the folk who dwell upon 
the Island will condone it if it is for the 
interests or their own. The point, of 
view is primitve in its simplicity and 
absurd in its unreasonableness. The 
Colonist, which the Globe described, in a 
viomcill of weakness, as one of the lend- 
ing papers of the Const, tells us in effect 
that it is nil right, to buy up political op- 
ponents, to prostitute public office for 
private enin, to gerrymander constituen- 
cies and to play the game of politics with 
loaded dice. To show that they are quite 
in sympathy with this Indefensible atti- 
tude, (he people of Victoria vote for the 
men who claim such trickery as this as' 
their main guiding principle.. The phil- 
om pher will smile; but the results to the 
people are serious enough to make one 
weep.

Two or three weeks ago a couple of 
men of the Engineers walked through the 
village of Esquimalt, and wherever di- 
rected by an officer accompanying them, 
drove deep into the ground a little iron 
post. Their stroll took the trio along the 
Victoria-EsquimaU road from the Can- 
teen iield, past 'the picturesque parish 
church of St. Paul, and down "the one 
street of the little town" to its termina- 
tion at Esquiumlt wharf. 

The posts are still in position, with the 
letter "W. 1 1." and the significant broad 
arrow beneath, to tell the residents of 
the place that the time is approaching 
when the village is to be officially of 
faced, and Her Majesty's Army and 
Navy secure undisputed possession of th 
entile peninsula of which during the' past 
half century the naval hamlet has been 
the centre. 

In a word, the war department is pr( 
paring to take possession of all privat 
property contained within the town o 
lOsquimalt, in order to complete the equip- 
ment of the naval station, and make here 
at the southern corner of Vancouver 
Is. and a supply depot of the Empire as 
impregnable as was Gibraltar fifty years 

History has recorded many cases of 
pesscssion-taking by the forces of Croat 
Britain— and razing a town is not alto- 
gether a new thing won nor Majesty's 
soldiery. The present experience is 
unique, .however, in that the occupation 
Esquimau comes in profoundest peace, 
and the only ambition of the citizens who 
must pack their belongings and depart. 

make the best possible bargain with 
the invaders. 

They are taken by surprise: they can- 
not but admit the wisdom and necessity 
of Esquimau town being passed out of 
existence; their present business is simply 
to impress upon the representatives of the 
Imperial government tin- full extent of 
the actual, sentimental and prospective 
value of the several holdings. in the 
meantime the relentless war department 
is showing no un-British haste, but piece 
by piece the private property upon which 
the government has set its eye is being 
quietly acquired, so that even now the 
purpose and result are appreheiidnble. 

Great Britain inak.-s no Hourish of 
trumpets in the perfection of her prepara- 
tions for attach or defence. She is a 
silently moving force, and while during 
ninny months past hundreds of men have 
been busily employed in the fortifications 
of Esquimult, mine save the most trusted 
officers of army and navy possess the de- 
tails of what has been accomplished — or 
even will unless the demands of actual 
war should produce a demonstration. The 
general plan is common knowledge, how- 
ever, and of this alone have the public 
a right to bo informed. 

Briefly it contemplates the equipment 
of a store, repair and supply station 
second to none in the dmpire; the build- 
ing and' manning of forts capable of de- 
fending this depot against, any force that 
could be brought against it. by sea or 
land; the providing of docks large enough 
to receive the best, and biggest >-.\,tiii|ficH 
of marine architectural skill: and the 
establishment of barracks, a service 
prison, ami oilier necessary buildings 
for the use and benefit of the numerous 
soldiers and sailors who will be required 
to bold the forts and man the ships of 
the station. 

Till- naval history of Esquimalt has 
In en from first, to last: one of steady ex- 
pansion and development. The station 
owes its existence to-day chiefly to geo- 
graphical conditions making it naturally 
a place of startegetic value, yet surpris- 
ing as il may be to many, it was not a 
naval or a military officer who mounted 
the first gun in Victoria's service suburb. 
Here as in not a few other places, the 
colors of the nation followed the house- 
flag of the Hudson's Hay Company, and

As the weeks rolled by, and be solved 
the problem of intercourse with the na- 
tives, Dr. Tolmie learned from them 
that, there was a large and more prosper- 
ous village only a few miles away, to 
which attention might be given with 
promise of profit. lie was guided across 
th little neck of land to what, is now 
known as Headman's river, through the 
(Jorge, and down the Arm to where live 
thousand or more siwashes were camped 
on the site of the present, city of Vic- 
toria. That settled it with Dr. Tolmie, 
His mission was with population, and so 
be promptly pulled stakes literally as 
well as metaphorically, and transferred 
his headquarters to the smaller harbor, 
leaving Esquimau once again deserted 
by the whites. 

The navy came to take possession 20 
years later— crippled and worn with, hard 
lighting and defeat on the Asiatic side of 
the Pacific. This was during the Crim- 
ean war, in the course of which Admiral 
Price hud been sent to take possession 
of Petropaulovski— or in any event keep 
the Russian licet operating from there so 
occupied thnt they could make no trouble 
for Britain. The British admiral found 
the task assigned him no Inconsiderable 
one. He had underestimated the vigor of 
the enemy, and as n result; had been 
severely chastised, Sullen and hungry 
for opportunity to reverse the score ■yvitli 
the Russian, he succeeded in driving the 
opposing licet, into Petropaulovski har- 
bor anil lioldlnir them prisoners there.' 

That is, lie thought he had them bot- 
tled up— but. unhappily the cork was un- 
reliable, and when a dense fog lifted one 
fine morning, the Britisher waiting at the 



gates of the harbor discovered that his 
birds had flown. 

Admiral Price committed suicide, and 
his fleet came across to Esquimult to rest, 
repair am! recuperate generally. They 
found the climate delightful; the harbor 
and its environments possessed of many 
advantages. So they prophesied before 
leaving that it would «nue Time become 
a modem Gibraltar— and placed a reserve 
upon ten or twelve acres at the harbor 
entrance to facilitate the fulfilment of 
the prophecy. 

This laud is the naval yard of to-day. 
containing the offices, storehouses, sail 
lofts, etc.. of the British North Pacific 
station. It is just within its gates that 
the new naval prison is now being con- 
structed at a cost of some £10,000, while 
immediately adjoining is the graving 
dock reserve of an additional six acres, 
separating the naval yard from the lit- 
tle ultra-English town. 

The present drydoek was commenced 
in 1SS0 and completed some few years 
later, under the joint control of the Im- 
perial and Dominion governments, both 
which contributed to its cost, about 
$755,000. It is a massive stone work 
great solidity, 450 feet in length and 
05 wide. Practically all the British war- 
ships that during, the last fifteen years 
have seen Pacific' service, have at some 
time or other during their commission 
occupied it for ('learning or repair. 

Of these the largest have been the flag- 
ships Warspite and Royal Arthur, both 
of which tested its capacity for breadth, 
and forced upon the admiralty for con- 
sideration a fact that has an important 
bearing upon the present operations. 

Up to the building of the existing dock 
ami for some little time thereafter, it 
was not anticipated that any larger craft 
than the then best of Her Majesty's 
navy would ever require to be cared for 
on the Esqulmalt blocks. Never yet 
has a ship been detailed for service on 
the North Pacific that is too large for 
docking here. The day has gone by, 
however, when such a restriction can be 
allowed to stand, and the question now 
is whether the existing dock shall be en- 
larged or a new and much larger one 
he constructed wholly for the accommoda- 
tion of Her Majesty's giant dogs of war. 

To enlarge would, according to the 
superintendent of the dock, Captain Dev- j 
ereux, mean nothing less than the con- 
struction primarily of a cofferdam cost- 
ing $15,00(1 or *5(),000, and then the 
tearing out. of one entire side of the 
dock. To do this would be practically 
as expensive as to build a new dock, 
auo hence it is anticipated that the lat- 
ter course 1 will be pursued, the site chos- 
en being the little cove on the Victoria 
side of the village, at the base of Signal 
hill, and at present the rendezvous of 
the torpedo boats and torpedo bout 
ehuacrs, of which tin.' Sparrowhnwk and 
Virago are examples.

Some Important correspondence was 
■dealt with at a meeting of the council 
•6C the British Columbia Hoard oC Trade 
yesterday afternoon. 

From T. G. Shnufelinessy, vice-presi- 
dent of the O. 1'. 11., the secretary road 
ji letter relative to the inadequate 
steamship service between Vancouver 
aud Victoria. The writer says: "We 
recognize the fact that the present ser- 
vice between Vancouver and Victoria is 
very much below the proper standard 
aud for some time past we have been 
endeavoring to secure an improvement. 
The navigation company has . promised to 
build a suitable passenger boat for the 
service. If Ibis be not done within a 
reasonable time we shall resort to other 
measures. Meanwhile I am sure (bat 
your board appreciates the fact that the 
'Canadian Pacific tool; the necessary 
Steps several years ago to provide a sei- 
.viee of the highest character by budding 
■ii boat at very great expense. Unfortu- 
nately, this action by the company did 
<ttOt seem to have the approval of the 
.Victoria people ami the boat was sold.'' 

This letter was received and tiled and 
then was read a communication from 
II. Watson, curator of the Imperial In- 
.stit.utc, London, in which a regret is ex- 
pressed that the institute does not pos- 
sess a display of either fish or fruit from 
British Columbia. i ".Mr. Carmichnel, 
the provincial ussayer," the letter goes 
on to state, "has promised to forward 
an up-to-date collection of minerals, 
which is also badly needed. Perhaps 
some members of the Hoard of Trade 
way be ready to aid, in rendering the 
display in the British Columbia court 
anoi ere preventative." 

On the reading of this communication 
•it: was resolved to forward the letter to 
(Premier Turner with the request that 
the necessary steps bt< taken at once to 
■Complete the exliiljit. mentioned. 

A letter from the Building Association 
of the Hoard of Trade was next sub- 
mitted, asking that the reading room be 
vacated at once. Compliance with the 
request to move will be made this week 
and in considering the matter the coun- 
cil planned on converting one of the 
rooms or the present- council chamber 
oi\ the third door, where a beautiful 
•view of the water is commanded, into 
reading quarters. These it was decided 
to belter equip than is the present read- 
ing room, and the big room on the same 
flat il was agreed to use exclusively for 
meetings. A committee, composed of 
.Messrs. II. llersehel Cohen, K. Pear- 
son and L. G. McQuade, was appointed 
to look into these plans and report on 
the details of carrying them out at a 
(subsequent meeting. 

The annual report was next dealt with 
.ami some changes were made in the 
.'.-standing committees. The statistical in- 
formation which is to accompany the 
-report is being prepared and at an early 
•date tenders will be called for the prim- 
ing and binding of the report. 
' The mining committee was requested 
do suggest improvements in the present 
mining regulations. 

The president called attention to the 
meeting of the British Association for 
the advancement of science to be held 
September 7-14, and tu the desirability 
of appointing a delegate, he himself be- 
ing unable to attend, lion. Col. Baker, 
he understood, would be in England 
about this time and he thought that per- 
haps some satisfactory arrangement 
could be made so that Col. Baker might 
Itay the meeting a visit. The depart- 
ment of mines has undertaken to prepare 
a paper on the mineral resources of Brit- 
ish Columbia which will be read at the 
meeting. The matter was finally left in 

the hands of the president. 

The secretary was instructed to in- 
■ -quire of Hon. Mr. Sifton the amount of 
i royalty that, has been collected in the 
Yukon district with the object of en- 
abling the board to furnish correct infor 
vmalion on the 
kthen adjourned.

Rccent happenings along the water 
front have shown that in Victoria the 
longshoremen and sailors arc fow in num- 
ber. When the Northern Pacific liner 
Mogul was ready to he discharged $ 
terdny morning, there was a shortage of 
men on hand for the work and even after 
the city had been gone over there was not 
sufficient help ohtninanlo. The steamer 
brought 700 tons of freight for Victoria 
and at noon twenty extra men, if on 
hand, would have been employed. Sail- 
ors were wanted lor the bark Melrose, 
which the tug Czar brought into Esqui- 
mau from Thetis island. The bark is 
laden with props for Santa ltosalia and 
came in here purposely to complete her 
crew. On a second ship to arrive in 
Usquimalt yesterday a different class of 
laborers will find employment. This is 
the big steam collier Bristol, which is 
just up from San Francisco and is here 
tu be renovated anil painted on the 
Ksquimalt marine ways. Discharging 
the two coal ships in Esquimau a consid- 
erable force of men is engaged, while in 
the upper harbor ship carpenters and ma- 
chinists are completing the Queen City 
and the new tug boat Pilot. 

ANOTHER KLONDIKER DUE. 
The Boston & Alaska Steamship Com 
pany's steamer Brixham is expected n 
arrive at Seattle to-morrow from St. 
Michael. She was delayed in the North 
handling freight between Dutch Harbor 
and St. Michael. The company's river 
boats Col. McNaught and B. B. GIus- 
eock arrived safely at St. Michael and 
were to start up the river Last week.

She brings 
news that Captain Whistler, formerly 
(if tin- steamer Tacoma of the X. P. line, 
had organized a Klondike expedition and 
was preparing to leave Yokohama in the 
American schooner Caletl Curtis when 
the Mogul sailed, having called at that 
pint en route from llongkong, for water.

Relating to ravin; Fort Street, From Gov- 
crnment Street to Douglas Street, With 
Wooden Block Pavement, and Concrete 
or Vltrliled Brick Sidewalks and Curb, 
Being a Local Improvement Proposed to 
Be Made by the Corporation of the City 
of Victoria. 

WHEREAS the Corporation of the City 
of Victoria have, by resolution, determined 
to pave I>'ort street from Government street 
to Douglas street, with wooden block pave- 
ment, and concrete or vltrliled brick side- 
walks and curb. In accordance with Bpe'cl- 
Ccatlous approved by the Municipal Coun- 
cil ; 

And whereas such paving ol the said 
street Is ii local Improvement; 

And whereas under and by virtue of the 
"Municipal Act, 1S02," the Municipal Coun- 
cil duly passed a by-law known as the 
•'Local Improvement By-Law, 1S!)2," being 
n by-law to provide for the assessment of 
real property benefited by local improve- 
ments, and which by-law has been amended 
by the By-Law No. 178, "A By-Law to 
amend the Local Improvement By-Law, 
1892,'- and the "Local Improvement Amend- 
ment ISv-Law, 1803; " 

And whereas In pursuance of section -I 
of the said "Local Improvement By-Law, 
1802," the City Engineer has ascertained 
and determined the said works and Im- 
provements, and has made and certified as 
correct a plan or description thereof, and 
has made an estimate of the expense or 
cist thereof, and has ascertained and de- 
termined aad shown on the said plan what 
real property will he Immediately benefited 
by the proposed Improvements, and the 
City Engineer and City Assessor have 
made their report, ns required by the said 
section of the said "Local Improvement 
By-Lav, 181)2."

And whereas the sold report has been ap- 
proved and adopted by the said Council, 
and a copy of the plan aforesaid has been 
made by the said Engineer and illed In the 
Office of the City Clerk; 

And whereas It has been ascertained and 
determined that the real property herein- 
after set forth, referred to In sub-section 
"D" »,f the Buhl report will he Immediately 
benefited by such proposed Improvement; 

And whereas the sum of $8,212,03 Is the 
total amount of the cost of the said pro- 
posed Improvements, deducting from which 
sums the sum of $3,357.03, the amount of 
the municipality's share thereof us afore- 
said, leaves the sum of St,RV>.00 ns the 
amount of the principal of the debt to be 
Incurred Jy this by-law; 

And whereas the total amount required to 
be raised nnnually by special rate for pay- 
ing the said debt and interest thereon, and 
for creating an annual slaking fund for 
paving the said principal debt of $4,855.00 
within 11) years, according to law, which 
said debt and luterest Is created on the 
security of a special rate settled by this 
by-law, nnd on that security only Is S72S.20: 

"And whereas the total assessed value of 
11)1' whole real property* rateable under this 
bY-!aw, " according to lh<= last Revised As- 
sessment Roll, Is $409,800; 

And whereas under and by virtue of sec- 
tion 213 of the "Municipal Clauses Act," 
and of Section IS of the sahl "Local Im- 
provement By-Law, 1S!)2," the said Council 
nre authorized to proceed with the proposed 
improvement, under such terms And condi- 
tions as to the payment of the cost of -such 
Improvement ns the Council may by by-law 
In that behalf regulate and determine; 

And whereas the said Council are desir- 
ous of passing a by-law for the purposes 
mentioned; 

Therefore the Municipal Council of the 
Corporation of the City of Victoria enacts 
as follows; — 

1. That the said report and plan be 
adopted, aad that the proposed Improve- 
ment In paving Fort street, from Govern- 
ment street to Douglas street, with wooden 
block pavement, concrete, vltrliled brick or 
granolithic sidewalks and curb, be made 
and carried out In accordance therewith.

•J. li shall he lawful for the Mayor of the 
suld Corporation to dispose of the said de- 
bentures at a rate below pur, and to author- 
ize the Treasurer to pay out of the sums 
so raised by the sale of the said debentures 
all expenses connected with the prepara- 
tion and lithographing of the debentures 
aad coupons, or any discount or commis- 
sion or oilier charges incidental to the 
sale of the said debentures. 

at). The amounts so assessed uud levied 
respectively against such lots or parts ot 
lots as aforesaid, for each year, uliall be

THE AMENITIES OF WAR. 

When the history of the present war is 
written it cannot fail to be noted how 
much friction was expected, how little 
there has been, between the two belliger- 
ents and neutral countries; how complete- 
ly anticipations ns to this point have 
proved inaccurate. On the outbreak of 
hostilities there were fears that the whole 
commerce of the world would he serious- 
ly disturbed. There was much specula- 
tion us to the effect of t ho exercise of the 
right of search, the issue of letters of 
muraue, and the consequence of neither 
the United States or Spain being parties 
to the Declaration of Paris. At an early 
stage in the war suine of those fears 
were removed by the assurance given by 
the former that they intended to conform 
t-> the principles of the Declaration ol 
Paris. But there remained the question 
of contraband, to which that declaration 
does not apply. It was anticipated thai 
neutral states, and England in particular, 
would have great dilliculty in performing 
the delicate duties which modern interna- 
tional law casts on bystanders und spec- 
tutors of any struggle. 

Tlu.se fears were needless, and we might 
have spared ourselves much anxiety and 
conjecture. No privateer lias been lifted 
out. No "auxiliary" licet— the mortem 
name for privateers— lias been launched. 
Vessels trading with America or Spain 
have been with scarcely an exception, ex- 
empt from search. The ocean commerce 
of the world has gone on much as it did 
in times of profound peace. There have 
been few seizures of contraband; prize 
courts have had little to do; and the 
mnny nice questions which were antici- 
pated as likely to arise from the vast 
const line to be blockades by the Ameri- 
can licet, and the proximity to Cuba ol 
islands well suited for the purposes of the 
blockade runner, have not arisen. 

"In other wars the position of the gov- 
ernors of some of our remote colonies has 
been difficult— called upon to allow the 
coaling or refitting of a bclllgerant cruiser 
which had put into our ports; obliged to 
choose bet ween apparent discourtesy anil 
sanctioning a breach of international 
mages; and with the dread before their 
eves of offending one or the other of the 
li'clligenuits. No serious dilliculty ol" this 
kino appears to have been experienced, 
even with respect to the coaling of Ad- 
miral Camtira's fleet. At one time it 
seemed possible that the Americans might 
think lit in their naval operations to cut 
several cables which nre of great value to 
the whole world. More than once the 
question was raised, which must, some day 
be cleared up. to what extent may a neu- 
tral slate allow telegraph lines within its 
territory to bo used for purposes of trans- 
mitting messages relating to purposes or 
war to the detriment of another State. 

These difficulties have never reached an 
acute stage. It is possible that some 
months hence there may come into our 
courts a few, eases involving innnts as 
to marine insurance or the transport of 
goods raised bv the existence of a state 
of war. In all probability they will be 
few. The war has not had the .far- 
spreading effects on neutral interests 
which were looked for. Rarely has any 
war had less influence on the business of 
the world, some special industries such US 
Manilla hemp excepted. A commercial 
crisis or a bad harvest or a new tariff 
might have counted for as much; and the 
operations of Mr. Loiter affected prices 
more than those of the whole American 
and Spanish llcets. 

Another satisfactory aspect of the war 
has been the absence of needless cruelties, 
the presence of a desire on both sides to 
light fairly and with due observance of 
the courtesies which brave men respect. 
This is partly explained by the fact that 
there has been us yet no long fatiguing 
contest in the course of which bitterness 
of spirit has sprung up, and that one side 
has met with marvellous successes 
which could not but inspire it witli gen- 
erosity. But we must credit both Ameri- 
cans and Spaniards with a wish to set uu 
example of humanity. 

The commanders of the hostile armies 
and fleets have been ungrudging in their 
praise of each other's bravery. Prisoners 
of war have been treated witli kindness. 
Tlie Spanish soldiers, who. it was said, 
had been depraved by a fierce contest 
with the Cubans, have been guilty of no 
signal acts of inhumanity. Vague com- 
plaints have been made as to things done 
or left undone. Hut tlie latest informa- 
tion rarely failed to exculpate the ac- 
cused; and there has not been on either 
side anv marked deviation from any of 
tlie usages of war. It is but fair, too, to 
own that in Cuba and the Philipine Is- 
lands the interests of neutrals and non- 
combatants have been considered in a 
manner which will be a useful precedent 
for the future. 

(Jen. Shatter was careful to notify to 
the Spanish commander his intention to 
shell Santiago, so as to give women and 
children an opportunity of iiaving tin? 
city. Nothing could bo more satisfac- 
tory than the reply of the former to the 
request to delay the bombardment in the 
interest of nou-cotubatauts, "I will delay 
such action," he wrote to the Spanish 
commander, "solely in their interest, pro- 
vided that (luring the interval your forces 
do not make any demonstration whatever 
upon my own." 

Theie remains one element of uncer- 
tainty. It is often said that, while mod- 
ern warfare is more humane than medie- 
val or ancient, while cruelties tire es- 
chewed, and the contending armies treat 
eoch other with courtesy the moment hos- 
tilities are over, the fruits of victory are 
gathered with a more unsparing hand. 
The soldier has become more humane; 
the diplomatist who arranged the terms 
of peace is accused of being more ruth- 
less than he was. lie will have his pound 
if flesh. In hard eusli or in territory, or 
both, lie must have ample compensation 
for nil that has been spent in blood and 
treasure, In many of the wars of last 
century the conqueror was content with 
a slight redistribution of territory or a 
slim moderate as compared with notions 
of these days of what is a reasonable war 
Indemnity. 

Gratification of nntionnl pride and mil- 
itary glory count for much, and, provided 
there was no (lunger of the conquered foe 
renewing the struggle lie was ullowd easy 
terms by those who had, while lighting 
raged, been far from scrupulous observers 
of the rules laid down by (Jrotius and 
Vattel. In the last stage of the present 
win— a stage which we trust is not very 
far off— we shall watch with interest 
whether the hum unity which marked the 
conduct of the Americans will he extend- 
ed to the vanquished when they sue for 
peace. There could be no more honorable 
ending of the war which both sides have 
waged in ways creditable to them than a 
settlement which disproved the charge 
that the modern conqueror drives a hard- 
er bargain with his foe than was common 
in times when war was less humane.— 
London Times.

The Turkish peasants hi their own coun- 
try have plenty of homely wit. 

Thus they say: "For the team ox there- 
is no knife," meaning that the poor hard- 
working peasant Is too poor to be persc- 
cuted. 

There Is genuine poetry In the sayings: 
"They divided tlie llowers, and the rose fell 
to the lot of the thorn," nnd "Two nlgjit- 
lugules do not perch on one bough." They 
put the nightingale in a cage and lie only 
sang, 'Oh, my rosebush! ' " 

The profound nnd submissive piety of the? 
Turk shown In such sayings as: "It may 
he six, or It may he seven, but It will bo- 
what number Allah ordains," and again. 
" When Allah gives, lie doth not ask whose- 
son art thou." Of a like character is the 
saying, " The head that bends Is never cut 
oil'." 

Of course the poor, beaten donkey Is the 
hero of u whole list of proverbs, " Tho 
donkey is little," It is said, "yet he lead* 
camels." "They Invited the donkey to .l 
wedding." says another maxim, and he- 
said: 'Is It wood or water that Is want- 
ed V " 

Of religious proverbs Koranic literature I* 
as full as Christian. " Do what, is kind 
and good," says one, " and east It Into the 
sea; If the llsU do not recognize it thy Crea- 
tor will." 

Worldly prudence, however, inspires such 
maxims as these: "The wound by the hand) 
heals; the wound by the tongue Is incura- 
ble." " Out of the tripe-seller's caldron 
comotb no silk brocade " " Don't alwiiyw 
expect tlie peppery part of the stew." 
" They who handle money will lick their 
fingers "—which Is more true of Turkey 
than of other places, probably. "The fa- 
ther gave a vineyard to the son, bat the son 
never gave a bunch of grapes to the fa- 
ther," Is a sermon on Ingratitude Short, 
pithy proverbs nre. " A man should only 
listen with one of his curs," and "there ia.

A CITY BENEATH THE SEA. 

Little Is known of the mysterious clfyr 
beneath the waves of Kingston Harbor r 
says the New York Herald, a city which ; 
at once suggests the bldden - wonderfl of fab- 
led Atlantis, which Jules Verne hns des- 
cribed with such n wealth of Imagery In lltsi 
"Twenty Thousand Leagues Under the 
Sea. But Atlantis was probably a myth, 
while Port Royal is not. 

The traveller who visits the capital of- 
Jamaica should pray for clear weather, 
without wind. When the water of the har- 
bor Is ruftled by breezes the hidden city in 
obscured from view. But, on a cloudless, 
still day, when the Burfnce of the sen iw 
perfectly smooth tlie ruins of the pnnthom: 
city may be plainly seen In the depth of the* 
transparent water. 

The spire of the old cathedral Is the most 
prominent ob)ect. In the clear water yon 
can see the Ilshes lazily swimming in aad 
out among the ruined turrets, more suggest- 
ive of owls nnd bats tlinn of the finny in- 
habitants of the sen. Occasionally glimpses 
can be bad of the ruins of other buildings 
—buildings which for more thin two cen- 
turies have kept their ghastly secrets and 
will keep them until the end of time. 

Down there hi that peaceful depth, Ho 
the bones of three thousand men, women 
and children, carried down Into the sen 
with their homes on that awful June dnj* 
In 1002. An earthquake, suddenly nnd with- 
out warning Kmote the profligate city of 
Port Bovnl, which slid Into the sea. The- . 
waters opened and swallowed it up, and. 
there, beneath the silent waves, was lib (lei; 
the wickedness and debauchery described! 
by historians as being almost without par- 
allel. 

The survivors said It was the vengeoneff 
of God, and likened It to the destruction of 
Sodom and Gomorrnll. And In very truth 
the history of the city seems to show the 
unceasing" wrath of divine power. From 
the richest city of Its time It has dwindled 
into Insignificance, until now It is u most 
wretched place, used oul; is a naval sta- 
tion. Disaster after disaster has overtaken. 

After the earthquake the town was re- 
built, onlv to be completely destroyed by 
tire In 1703. On August 22. 1722, it was 
swept Into the sen by a hurricane. It wa» 
once more reconstructed, but again, In 1811 v 
It wus reduced to ashes, nnd us recently ns 
isso It was visited by another hurricane. 
Evorv disaster was attended by great loss 
of life. , , ■ „ 

The city of Port Royal was originally; 
built UPOll a narrow Strip of land extend- 
ing out Into the sen, which necouuts for 
Its strange disappearance at tlie time of the 
earthquake. Like the house of the foolish 
man of Biblical lore, which was bulhled' 
upon the sand, it literally slid Into the Wa- 
ter when the earthquake shock came. 

And like the crack of doom came the- 
earthquake. The thunder of the elements 
sounded In the cars of the heed ess revel- 
ers. The earth opened hi great tlssuros. 
and closed again like the laws of a mighty 
trap. And in closing It gripped many of Its 
victims in tlie middle, leaving their hands 
above the ground. Then came the awful 
sliding, grinding noise as the city, built 
upon its foundation of sand, sank in <> tilt 
carrosslng embrace of the sea, which for- 
ever closed uimn Its wickedness, and Will:

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Steamer Nelson Adds One and a 
Half Moro to the Golden 
Store, 



Several Disappointed Miners Re- 
turned— Latest News From 
Treasure Land. .

The btL'iiiiior Charles Nelson, Cupt. 
Anderson, arrived at Arlington dock at 
10 o'clock this morning direct from St. 
Michael, with 101 passengers and gold 
dust aggregating one million and a half 
dollars, besides drafts amounting to 
roan}' thousand. 

Purser M. A. Tucker says he believed 
that the amount of gold dust distributed 
among the passengers would aggregate 
fully a million tiud a halt. Of this am- 
ount over 5600,000 was Jeft with him 
for safe keeping and locked up iu the 
safe. 

One man, Mr. Tucker said, had $175,- 

000 in the safe coining down, and. an- 
other $125,000. He would not disclose 
tile names. 

Prof. T. S. Lippy was a passenger on 
the boat and according to the statements 
of the passengers he brought down fully 
$200,000. This amount was distributed 
among the Lippy party, which was made 
up of the following: Prof. T. S. Linny, 
(J. 11. Lippy, L. M, Lippy and J. L. 
Lippy. 

They were a happy lot of returning 
Ynkoncrs as each one of the passengers 
jilcci ashore this morning and the air 
was punctuated with llil big long sighs 
of relief and gratitude when the feet 
of each man touched the shore. 

The Nelson left St. Michael on the aft- 
ernoon of July 14th and bad a pleasant 
ami uneventful run all the way down. 

A big crowd of Seattle people had 
gathered at the dock to greet the ship 
anil her voyagers, and the Seattleites 
could be picked out easily by the hearty 
personal greetings accorded them by 
friends and relatives who were there in 
eager expectancy of their arrival. 

Immediately a grand guessing contest 
as to the amount of golden treasure 
aboard began, the passengers taking an 
active part. No one knew exactly what 
anyone else had, and no one was quite 
willing to tell what he had himself, but 
the shrewd reporters, .accustomed to 
touch the quick of men's pride, soon 
found out by close questioning that a 
conservative estimate of the treasure on 
board would reach fully $1,500,000. 

Of course there were the usual num- 
ber if disappointed ones on hoard. People 
who bad gone into the country with light 
hearts and visions of wealth. Many of 
the passengers on the Nelson left Seattle 
for the Klondike last spring. They' 
floated down the river, arriving at Daw- 
sou and after looking into the situation 
became discouraged at the stories told 
them by men who had worked in the 
mines during the winter. 

Many of the new arrivals immediately 
sold their outfits, climbed into their boats 
again and left Dawson for ever. They 
floated down the river to St. Michael 
where they took the first boats for their 
return trip home. 

The foregoing paragraph tells the story 
of a majority of the passengers, and the 
disappointed ones lost little time in 
clambering down the gang-plank and 
marching up the dock. 

After the gang-plank had become par- 
tially cleared and the greater poriton of 
the passengers had gone ashore, the suc- 
cessful ones commenced to make their 
appearance on the decks, and the curi- 
ous and expectant crowd on the dock 
■was given an opportunity to see some of 
the great sacks of gold being carried 
away by the fortunate ones. 

Prof. Lippy was one of the first ones 
to stagger down the gang-plank with a 
heavy sack on his shoulder, his face 
wreathed in smiles. Then the rest of the 
Lippy party made their appearance frou: 
their respective staterooms and follow 
ed the professor to an express wagon 
which had been engaged by the party 
Each member of the party made several 
trins from the boat to the wagon, and 
when it started up the dock it contained 
nine big heavy canvas sacks. 

Purser Tucker said the Brixham ar- 
rived at St. Michael two days before the 
Nelson sailed nnd could he expected to 
arrive in Seattle any time. lie said: 

"Altogether there were twenty-six ves- 
sels at St. Michael when we left. Many 
of them are now on the way to Seat- 
tle and are apt to arrive any time. "We 
made a remarkable trip down, making it 
in eleven days. 

"We passed the Laurada in Behring 
sea. She had three tows and was trav- 
elling along nicely toward St. Michael 

"As far as 1 could learn, most of the 
miners are fairly well fixed. Almost nil 
who came down wanted to come first 
class. 

"People are ariving at St. Michael 
by the hundreds every day, and the next 
boats to arrive will he crowded to their 
full capacity. Owing to the high rates 
being charged by the river boats for 
transportation from Dawson to St. Mich- 
ael Klondikers are floating down the 
river in small boats. 

"1 believe that $1,500,000 is a fair es- 
timate of the amount of gold on the 
steamer to-day and of that amount I can 
vouch for $600,000, which was turned 
over to me and placed in the steamer's 
safe. That amount does not include 

1 lie gold brought.. down by the Lippy 
parly, as they kept their gold in their 
staterooms. Several other parties who 
are supposed to have brought down big 
sacks kept watch over their own treas- 
ure." 

C. L. Jensen, the engineer of the 
Charles Nelson, estimates the amount of 
dust and drafts brought on the boat as 
over a million, The Humboldt, which 
was at St. Michael when the Charles 
Nelson left, will bring out a larger 
amount than came on the boat this time. 
Clarence Berry's party, who is now at 
St. Michael, will come out on her and 
with him will come 800 pounds of the 
bright dust. It is now kept in four strong 
iron boxes and in them it stays until the 
assay olllco is reached. 

The Brixham and other steamers now 
:it St. Michael are unable to unload 
their freight in consequence of the 
scarcity of lighters, and the date of their 
Arrival here is very problematical. The 
Navarro arrived with her tow, the Min- 
neapolis, in good condition. 

As soon as the boat arrived there was 
a rush for the assay olllco on the hill 
on the part or the passengers. A re- 
• porter of The Times followed them and 
in twenty minutes saw the following 
amounts weighed oaf. bv Dr. Whitehead. 

.1. F. Smith, $7,000; Stephen Crocker, 
?4,fJ0O; Dan Hampton, $2,500; Ed Dahl, 
jjl.GOO; North Brooks and W. H. Sen- 
faolill, $1,500 each; J. S. Mei.ellan, J. 
C. Stone and Marcell Beaudry, $1,000 
each; and li. O, Pierce, $750. Total, 

$21,850. 

None of* the passengers seemed posi- 
tive as to how much the Nelson brought 
down but their guesses would average 
il full half million for the Nelson, All 



of the passengers were positive that 
Prof. Lippy and his party brought out 
more gold than anyone else and the 
general concensus of opinion was that 
he brought out fully $150,000. 

At 11:00 a.m., when the reporter left, 
gold was still coming and no estimate 
could then be made of what the total 
would be for the day. 

ACTIVITY OP ST. MICHAEL. 

According to the passengers of the 
Charles Nelson the harbor of St. Michael 
just now presents one of the liveliest 
scenes on the coast. It is as full of ship- 
ping about as it cau be. Craft of all 
Kinds are coming and going and lighters 
are moving constantly to and fro be- 
tween the shipping and the beach, taking 
freight, from the ocean steamers to the 
beach and from the beach to the up-river 
steamers. The harbor looks like the har- 
bor of some great maritime port. 

Among the great numbers of craft 
there when the Charles Nelson left is the 
steamer Brixham. She had been at 
Dutch Harbor, but two days before the 
Nelson left she anchored at St. Michael. 
The steamer Alliance was met between 
Dutch Harbor and St. Michael, making 
for the latter port. The Couemaugh was 
in the harbor or St. Michael and her steel 
river steamers had been discharged and 
were being riveted together. The Pro- 
greso had arrived at St. Michael, but had 
lost her tows on the way up. 

Of the river craft the Seattle No. 1, 
Alice and Merwin bad arrived from up 
the river, after the departure of the 
Koanoke. 

\ Eight or nine river steamers bad de- 
parted for Dawson and way ports up to 
the day the Charles Nelson left St. 
Michael. Three of these belonged to the 
A. C. Company and three others to the 
N. A. T. & T. Company, two to the Col- 
umbia Navigation Company and one, 
the Itock Island, to the Rock Island Com- 
pany. The river steamers were all laden 
to the guards, some so much that, they 
were drawing four feet of water and 
doubts were cast on the ability of the 
heaviest draught craft to make it up. 

There are grave doubts expressed 
about later boats getting up to Dawson 
or any boats making more than a single 
round trip. This may, however, all prove 
to be fallacious. The unexpected has 
been occurring with the Yukon so far 
this year and it may continue. 

There is a tremendous amount of mer- 
chandise at St. Michael yet to go up the 
river, enough to make provisions both 
plentiful and comparatively cheap at 
Dawson and all river ports, if it can be 
gotten up before the ice closes navigation. 
Most of the staple provisions are now 
cheaper than they are at Bumpart City, 
on account of the supplies that went up 
over the passes. 

STOKY OF THE MUNOOK. 

While there is a great deal in pros- 
pect, the actual results so far in the Lit- 
tle Munook country have not been satis- 
factory. The diggings have been over- 
estimated. Such in brief is the situation 
there as reported by .1. L. Schofield, a 
man who worked most of the winter on 
No. 0, one of the best claims up there. 
The clean-up on Little Munook, Scho- 
lield'says, will not eXr.eed $100,000. He 
bases tliis estimate upon information se- 
cured on the ground. 

Six, seven, eight, nine and the lower 
part of ten are the only claims that have 
paid, and this information, coming from 
a man who was in the midst of these 
claims most all winter, may be considered 
pretty accurate. 

Schofield says that Governor McOraw, 
who worked No. S during Col. Can's nli- 
scence, did well. Young Hinckley, who 
worked a part of No. S, did well, so Scho- 
field says, and made $3,000. John and 
Fred Burkman, Jackson, Trinkle and 
Schofield, wdio worked lays on No. 0, 
did not make anything, as money and 
wages go iu that country. 

Schofield went North with the Stone 
man expedition last fall and got caught 
in the ice S50 miles up the river. He 
prospected several claims and located a 
number, but in none did he find any- 
thing. He lived in a tent until March, 
and then began work on a lay on No. 0, 
taking Fred Burkman's place, who fell 
sick with scurvy. Although not success- 
ful on this trip, Schofield says he is go- 
ing again, and can make some money, 
knowing how to go about it. He has a 
claim on Idaho Bar, the new discovery, 
and believes that bar will turn out well. 
As far as prospecting has gone on this 
discovery, it has shown up well, but there 
was not time enough after its discovery 
to test it thoroughly. Schofield says that 
the real merits of the Munook country 
are yet to be determined. There has not 
yet been enough prospecting to show it 
up. When it is fully developed he be- 
lieves it will prove a great gold producer. 

THE LIPPY CONTINGENT. 

The Lippy party, consisting of the Fro- 
fessor, his two brothers, brother-in-law 
and father, were the most prominent and 
best known of the Nelson's passengers. 
They had with them nine sacks of gold 
dust that pretty well loaded an express 
wagon which carried the treasure to the 
Sate Deposit vaults of First avenue. 

Like most of the Yukoners, Prof. Lippy 
declined to say what, amount of dust they 
had. But close questioning of different 
members of the party elicited the infor- 
mation that $200,000 was an inside fig- 
ure. All the Lippy gold was taken from 
No. 10, on Eldorado Creek, the property 
of the Professor. 

"Eldorado should not be counted when 
an estimate is to lie made as to the value 
of mines on the Yukon," said the Pro- 
fessor in a brief talk to the Times. "It 
is vastly richer than any of the others 
that have been worked up to date. But 
the country is good us an average for $10 
diggings to the man, even under the pres- 
ent crude conditions. There is no ques- 
tion that the diggings of the Northwest 
Territory are very rich, but 1 question 
whether as much work will be done next 
winter as was clone this past year, owing 
to the prohibitive charges by the Can- 
adian officials. From the time a man ar- 
rives at the summit of the passes he be- 
gins to be taxed, and he never escapes 
after that. He pays for everything." 

"How does that: system compare with 
the American side?" Prof. Lippy was 
asked. 

"It doesn't, compare at all. Tn the first 
place, on the American side the govern- 
ment takes no claims for itself, and the 
miners make their own laws. No royal- 
ties are demanded and there are no li- 
ccrses or fees." 

Prof. Lippy and some of his partners 
will return next win.er, and thereafter 
each year until No. 10 Eldorado is work- 
ed out. When it came to paying the 
royalties to the Canadian government, 
it required two men, bending under heavy 
leads, to carry the Lippy royalty to the 
government headquai lers. 

Mr. C. II. Lippy, one of the party, was 
somewhat, more communicative than the 
Professor, or perhaps less busy while re- 
ceipts for the nine sacks were being made 
cut. 

"I have come homo more than satisfied 
with our winter's work," said he as be 
leaned against the counter of the receiv- 
ing vault, watching the sacks going in. 
"But we also came back proud of our 
country, and very much disgusted with 
Canadian methods, I would not advise 
any one to go into the Canadian terri- 
tory to mine, because if the mines there 
are richer than on the American side, 
which I very much doubt, the difference 
is more than offset by the outrageous 
charges and taxes and licenses and roy- 
alties." 



C. II. Lippy owns a claim on LSttle 
Blanche and a bench of Eldorado, bat 
neither of them was worked Inst winter, 
as the whole party stuck to "No. 10 El- 
dorado." 

Discussing the American side Mr. Lip- 
py was enthusiastic. "There a PC some 
fine diggings there," said be. "and 1 really 
believe the American side will prove bet- 
ter than the Canadian — certainly far bet- 
ter considering all the conditions and the 
laws. From all I can learn, No. 0, Lit- 
tle Munook. paid the past winter very 
close to $1,000,000, and several other 
claims paid almost as much. Eagle City, 
at. the mouth of Mission Creek, is a 
thriving place of about 1,000 people, most 
of them being interested on American 
Creek and Dome Creek, both branches of 
Mi«sio.ii. No work has been done on 
either of these creeks until last winter. 
Many people were going to Kuiakuk 
Creek when we came through there. 
Kuiakuk runs almost parallel to the 
Klondike on vlie same side of the Yu- 
kon and just below Circle City. One 
party of twenty men were on their way 
there. Idaho Bar, a bench of Little 
Minook, is also doing extremely well." 

The Lippy party left Dawson on July 
tJtll, on the Alice, belonging to the Al- 
aska Commercial Company. Mr. C. II. 
Lippv savs that, the steamer Humboldt 
will be the next, steamer down from St. 
Michael, and that she will have far more 
gold dust aboard than the Nelson. Clar- 
ence Berry's partner is to come on her, 
and lie alone has 800 pounds of dust, am- 
ounting to over $100,000.

MARY MOOKIO ACQUITTED. 

Charge of Burning Charles Murston's 
Residence Not Proved by the 
Prosecution. 

Mr. Justice AValkeni, sitting in the 
Speedy Trials court yesterday morning, 
acquitted Mary Moore of tin.' charge of 
arson, the allegation being that she set 
fire to the residence of Charles Marston. 
The evidence was the same as that 
given at; the preliminary examination. 
Mary Moore, Marston's brother's step- 
daughter and her friend Mahle Hess 
went to Charles Marston's house to take 
care of it for him. They could not 
agree and Murston said one would have 
to go, whereat .Mary Moore left the 
house. Going back for her clothes she 
saw on the bed some garments which she 
says she loaned to Mable Hess, but 
which the latter says she gave to her, 
and taking them out in the yard set lire 
to them. 

The licensed woman took the stand 
on her own behalf and admitted setting 
lire to the clothes, but said after she had 
burned them sulliciently to destroy them, 
she put the fire out and threw the half- 
burned garments in what she supposed 
was an ash-box, but which was simply 
a wooden box placed against the house. 

In dismissing the charge His Lordship 
said that had the case been a civil one 
he would order Murston to pay the costs 
as he did not consider he had acted pro- 
perly in the matter. 

Mr. A. G. Smith, deputy attorney- 
gcncral, appeared for the Crown, nnd 
Mr. George E. Powell for the defence.

ALASKA MAIL. 



Tons of Letters Accumulated at St. 
Michael, but No Steamer Calls 
For Them. 

No mall lins been received hero from 
Alaska for a long time, except such ns bus 
hem brought, by passengers or employee* 
of the vessels that have arrived recently, 
though It Is known that tons of letters 
have accumulated at St. Michael, awaiting 
the mull steamer to carry It away, while 
the people here and elsewhere are clamor- 
ing for news from relatives and correspond- 
ents In the north. The post office and the 
officers of the transportation and trading 
companies are besieged dally by anxious 
Inquirers regarding letters from their rela- 
tives, lint they have to go unsatisfied, as no 
mall has been received. Upon telegraphic 
inquiry, advice has been received here that 
up to yesterday no mall has reached Seattle 
from St. Michael. The San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerce appealed to the 
postal authorities here, and caused them to 
wire to Washington and to Seattle for Ira 
mediate relief. 

The postal department awarded a con- 
tract for carrying the mull between Seattle 
and St. Michael to a man named Richard- 
son, of the former place. Steamers were 
to leave Seattle on the fith and 25th of 
each month, beginning in June. These 
steamers were to stop at Unalaska long 
enough to transfer mall. , and were then 
to return without delay. Steamers left 
Seattle, ostensibly for that purpose, on 
June 11 th, lilst and 28th, being one more 
steamer than the contract calls for, hut. not 
one has as yet returned, though the slowest 
vessel could have made the round trip In a 
much shorter time. Information has been 
received here that the contract has been 
sub-let to parties running steamers between 
the points designated. Instead of carrying 
the mall, the steamers are being employed 
In towing barges from Paget Sound to 
Alaskan points. 

Tile St. Paul brought only two letters for 
the Alaska Commercial company and a few 
others entrusted to passengers. The gov- 
ernment bags could not be sent by her, lie- 
cause she Is not a mall steamer. 

A vast amount of money sent by those 
steamers is thus tied up, because advices 
arc missing, nnd the absence of news from 
relatives causes much anxiety, grief and 
suffering to a large number of people here 
and elsewhere. The Chamber of Commerce 
Is determined to appeal to the govern in nut 
unless the situation Is speedily relieved.— 
San Francisco Chronicle.
